EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — 
Politicians are given to baby- 
kissing during the vote-get- 
ting season.

For the same vote-getting rea- 


sons, politicians usually sidestep 
legislative matters bearing- on cats, 
dogs and other household pets. For 
example, we publish the following 
letter as proof that the enactment 
of laws governing pets is a touchy 
issue.

Early in the evening recently 


while waiting for the Illinois 
Central freight train to complete 
its switching operations on East 
River Street, I saw a very in- 
considerate young man impatient- 
ly swerve his car through a small 
break in the waiting line of traf- 
fic, just missing running down 
one of the trainmen who was 
checking on the clearance of 
the train. The thought entered 
my mind that it was certainly 
too bad that a policeman was not 
en hand to witness this act. 


Now I see that our city officials 


are going to spend their time 
and our money picking up our 
family pets that really aren't 
nearly as dangerous as a fair per* 
centage of the human beings 
running loose. We are taxed for 
our property, both real and per- 
sonal, taxed again for our dogs, 
and now being informed that it 
will probably be made a law that 
if our already taxed pet is picked 
up, should he happen to run out 
of his own particular yard, we 
will either have to claim our pet 
within 48 hours and pay two dol- 
lars more, or have him des- 
troyed. Our dog is confined most 
of the time for his own protec- 
tion, but should he happen to run 
loose, I for one would be definte- 
ly unhappy should he be picked 
-up and destroyed if for some rea- 
son I was unable to get in touch 
with the authorities within the 
48 hour grace period, or if I was 
lucky enough to contact them in 
time, pay two dollars for a 25 
cent can of dog food and one 
man's labor for placing him in 
the pound. 


For other people's protection 


as well as our dog's, we have 
always had him inoculated for 
rabies, at our own expense, and 
although he is confined, have 
bought a city dog tag as insur- 
ance that he would be protected 
should he get loose and be picked 
tip. I am in perfect agreement 
that these things should be done 
for the safety of everyone, but 
for wholesale pickup and destruc- 
tion of licensed dogs or a two 
dollar "fine,'' as a property- 
owner, taxpayer, and one Mho 
happens to be quite fond of the 
family pet. I am against it whole- 
heartedly. Perhaps our city offi- 
cials could devote their efforts 
to something more worthwhile 
than 
running down our 
four 


legged friends. Let it apply to 
stray dogs that perhaps are di- 
seased and vicious, but leave our 
family pets alone!

Rome Police Rip Down 
Church of Christ Sign 


American-Supported Group 
Had Assurance of Safety 


ROME—(SI—Police in civilian clothes today ripped down a sign from 


the American-supported Church of Christ less than 24 hours after it had 
been replaced. 


It was restored Friday after a 


ten-month legal battle which ap- 
parently had ended in a peaceful 
solution. Police removed the stone- 
lettered sign "Chiesa Di Cristo" 
from the Evangelical Church for 
the first time last February. 


An unidentified American in ci- 


vilian clothes who tried to take 
pictures was shoved by the plain- 
clothesmen and his camera was 
consficated. 


Photog Warned 


Walter Attenni. an 
Associated 


press photographer, also tried to 
take pictures but was. warned by 
police his camera would be taken 
away. 


Cline R. Paden of Brownfield 


and Lubbock. Tex., was called to 
police headquarters earlier and 
told police would take the sign 
down if he didn't. 


Paden, one of the organizers of 


the Church of Christ in Italy after 
the war. said the police official 
who talked to him said he did not 
care about a court decision Fri- 
day which found a police commis- 
sioner guilty of having abused his 
powers in having the sign 
re- 


moved.

quoted him as saving. Then. Paden 
added, the police official said he 
would send his men to take the 
sign down at 2 p.m. 


Paden replied. "I don't believe 


shunted him from one office to 
another in an effort to persuade 
him to take it down. 


Italian authorities had sought to 


persuade Paden to replace the 10- 


j inch high stone-lettered sign by a 
smaller one. 


Begin Legal Fight 


The Church of Christ leader re- 


fused. Police then tore down the 
sign. Giacomo Rosapepe, attorney 
for the Church of Christ in Italy, 
immediately began a legal fight in 
the church's behalf. 


The Church of Christ has sought 


judicial 
r e c o g n i t i o n for its 


churches in Italy since the end of 
the war, thus far without success. 
Such recognition would exempt it 
from taxes for its properties and 
permit it to hold services without 
first being required to obtain po- 
lice permission. 


In September, 1952, authorities of 


the interior ministry, which super- 
vises non-Catholic religious cults 
in Italy, ordered the Church of 
Christ to close all of its 22 branch- 
es in Italy. 


This order was set aside and 


the churches were given tempo- 
rary permission to open.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va.— 


(/P)—The navy, launching its 
giant aircraft carrier Forres- 
tal, today hailed the world's 
biggest warship as "the most 
versatile and most dispers- 
able weapon in our nuclear 
arsenal." 


Secretary of the Navy Chartes 


S. Thomas said m a speech pre- 
pared for the christening ceiemony 
that vessels like the Forrestal can 
be used for many purposes, includ- 
ing 
"massive 
retaliation" — a 


phrase often used by high admin- 
istration 
officials 
in 
connection 


with United Stales defense policy. 


The Navy used the formal launch- 


ing of the Forreslal—it was to be 
afloat 
by 
christening 
time—to 


dramatize its bid for a major com- 
bat role in this jel-alomic age. 


In his speech, Thomas also seem- 


ed to be replying to critics of naval 
carneis at home and abroad, in- 
cluding British Field Marshal Vis- 
count Montgomery of Alamem who 
said recently that the day of the 
aircraft carrier is approaching its 
end. 
Others have argued that a 


carrier task force can be located 
easily and destroyed. 


The setting for the ceremony was 


beside the looming shape of the 
still-unfinished 1.036 - foot s h i p , 
moored in the graving dock where 
her keel was laid almost 2'2 years 
ago. 


Thomas said that if the U. S. is 


attacked, national survival would 
depend on the system of air bases 
from which retaliatory countei-at- 
tack would be launched. 


The Navy secretary said Russia 


has risen from seventh to second 
among world navies, rating behind 
only the U. S.

Gen. Van Fleet Breaks 
With McCarthy Over Ike 


AUBURNDALE, Fla — 'Tl—Gen. Van Fleet has broken with Sen. 


Joseph McCarthy over the Wisconsin senator's statement against Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. 


Van Fleet, who was a member 


of the committee which went after 
10 million signatures of persons 
backing McCarthy in his 
fight 


against censure before the U. S. 
Senate, sent McCarthy a telegram 
Friday renouncing his support. 


The telegram said: 
"I am shocked by your bitter 


attack against the President of the 
United States, a full copy of which 
I have read today on arrival home. 


"In the past, I have supported 


you in your fight against interna- 
tional communism but never have 
agreed with your methods. This 
last attack on our great President 
causes me to withdraw all sup- 
port." 


Van Fleet, former commander 


of the 8th Army in Korea, said 


he considered McCarthy's talks 
during the censure hearing "insult- 
ing and blistering." 


He said in an interview that Mc- 


Carthy had done some good. 


McCarthy read Washington news- 


men a prepared statement Tues- 
day in which he accused Eisen- 
hower of a "shrinking show of 
weakness" toward Communist Chi- 
na, saying the President "urges 
patience, tolerance and niceties, to 
those who are torturing American 
uniformed men." 


The Wisconsin senator also said 


he "was mistaken" in believing 
in 1952 that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration 
would

National Highway Program 


President Eisenhower knew what he was about when 


h« chose Gen. Lucius D. Clay to head his advisory committee 
on a national highway program. The able, keen-minded gen- 
eral has now demonstrated the wisdom of the selection by 
coining up with some thoroughly practical revisions in the 


Most important, he and his group will advise that the 


overall cost of the program be cut from the originally pro- 
posed $50 billion to $24 billion. Clay describes the higher 
figure as "desirable but not entirely practical." 


What he means is that the committee could find no 


feasible way to finance the larger cost. And it has wisely 
concluded that the important thing is to devise a plan that 
could be reduced to hard-cash terms. 
*

• 


The present federal highway program calls for alloca- 


tion of federal gasoline tax revenues to the states on a 
matching basis in the amount of roughly $600 million an 
nuaily. Under the new plan, tax funds for this phase of 
road construction—covering regular primary and secondary 
routes—would be allocated at a rate of $550 million a year. 


But, according to Clay's estimates, federal gas and oil 


tax revenues come to a billion a year, and the remainder of 
this take could be used to support federal revenue bonds over 
a 30-year period. If, as expected, gas and oil consumption 
rises over the jears, even more money would be available 
to guarantee the bonds. • 
* 
• 


A separate federal commission, perhaps somewhat akin 


to a state turnpike commission, would be set up to issue the 
bonds and presumably govern this phase of the program. 
And from this solid financial base could spring the system 
of national highways, which are the essence of the presi- 
dent's initial proposals. 


All this is rather grubby stuff, but necessary if the ambi- 


tious program is to be anything more than a planner's dream. 


We are long past the point where we ought to be deal- 


ing in dreams about our lagging highway system. If Gen- 
eral Clay's sensible suggestions can now be given final polish 
and sold to congress, we may be on the way to the first real 
solution we have had since World War II and a swelling popu- 
lation plunged us into this dilemma.

pour into a newspaper office yield a sparse harvest of 


news. 
Business 
firms,

groups and hundreds of clubs and as- 
sociations spend thousands of dollars 
on "news" stories which never reach' 
the pages of the newspapers. 


On rare occasions, however, a firm 


or association looks beyond its own 
self-interest and includes some infor- 
mation in its releases that possesses 
real value.

Our modern Yuletide season—its gay carols, tinseled 


trees and endless merrymaking—will be ushered into 
American homes this year by more than 1,750,000,000 
warm and friendly Christmas cards. 


Among them, delicately reproduced on richly-colored 


parchment, is a scene of Jameston colonists banqueting 
with friendly Indians—depicting the first recorded Christ- 
mas celebration (16081 in America. 
Directly above is 


this excerpt from "The Generall Historic of Virginia" 
by Captain John Smith: 


"l-'-or six or graven days the extreme winde, 


raxiie. frost and snow caused us to keepe Christ- 
mas amoii£ tin- saxasos, uht-re we were never more 
merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oysters, 
Fish, 
Flesh, 
wiide-foule, and good bread: nor 


never had better fires in England than in the dry, 
smoaky houses of Kecoujjhton." 
Most of colonial America, however, apparently left 


its Christmas spirit in the Old World. There were no 
Christmas cards, no Christmas trees and no Santa Claus. 
Caroling and gift-giving were frowned on, and for many 
New Englanders any form of Christmas celebration was 
actually illegal—even church services'. 


The Puritan influence was mainly responsible 
As 


early as the first '.Christmas Day in Plymouth Village 
(1621) Governor William Bradford sternly rebuked a 
group ot settlers who attempted to observe Christmas as 
festively as they had in Merrie England. 


Bradford said if they made it "a matter of con- 


science" he would "spare them until they were better 
informed," but it was against his conscience that "they 
should play and others work." 


Massachusetts even passed a law In 1698 which 


read: "Whosoever shall be found observing any 
such day as Christmas, or the like, either by fore- , 
bearing of labor, feasting, or in any other way, 
shall be fined 5 shillings." The law lasted 33 years, 
with churches open only on Sundays. 


Gradually, the mingling of colonists from various 


countries softened this somber viewpoint. - "Open house" 
parties became popular in the more densely populated 
areas. 
Burning of the Yule log was revived. Mistletoe 


and evergreens again brightened both .church and home. 


Dutch settlers at New Amsterdam brought legends 


ef kindly St. Nicholas with them, and colonial children 
everywhere were soon calling him Santa Claus. Hessian 
soldiers are said to have decorated the first American 
Christmas tree during Revolutionary War days. 


As late as 1774, nevertheless, British visitors 


wrote home that "Christmas Day is little regarded 
here." 
They failed, It seems, to realize the ef- 


fects of geography and the demands of pioneer life. 
Frequently, people had to ride 30 or 40 miles over 
rough roads to take part in Christmas services and 
festivities. 
By the early 19th century Christmas as we know it 


was well underway. 
In its December 24. 1853. issue, 


"Gleason s Pictorial" reported from Boston: "All over the 
world, Christmas is heralded as an occasion for mutual 
good feeling, reunions, family gatherings, and the exercise 
of those charities so blessed in the sight of Heaven." 


Four years later, in 1857. a New York minister. Dr. 


John Henry Hopkins, wrote the first American Christmas 
carol—"We Three Kings of Orient Are." 
And in 1875 


the first truly American Christmas cards were being 
published. 


Curiously enough, our early Christmas cards bore 


even less resemblance to the Yuletide season than did a 
colonial village. Most of them pictured summer flowers, 
children at the seashore, birds and animals. Instead of a 
cheery Christmas verse, they usually said "Season's 
Greetings" or simply "Merry Christmas to You." 


As new graphic arts processes 
were developed, 


Christmas cards became much more colorful and varied. 
Santa Claus and outdoor winter scenes were introduced. 
At the turn of the century, symbolic motifs—the Madonna 
and Child, church bells, Christmas trees, holly wreaths 


and gleaming candles—came into vogue. By World War 
I, Christmas card sending was recognized as our most 
popular Yuletide custom. 


Since then, of course. Christmas hi America 


has changed but little. The colonial ban on the 
holiday season now seems an historical curiosity— 
which our traditions of the past century have gaily 
and completely erased.

This problem of recurring cold 


sores is by no means unusual 
around the nostrils or the lipsr Al- 
though this troublesome condition 
is most likely to develop when 
someone has an infection like pneu- 
monia or is run down physically 
some people in apparently excellent 
health have recurring trouble with- 
out any apparent reason. 


The medical name for a cold sore 


is herpes simplex. The cause is a 
virus. This virus is a living organ- 
ism which also can produce a re- 
action in susceptible animals, es- 
pecially rabbits. 


It is difficult to know why herpes 


behaves as it does. One would ex- 
pect that it would be contracted 
only from another person who har- 
bors the virus. Actually it does not 
seem to be highly contagious but

causes, 
including infectious di- 


seases, artificial fever treatments, 
certain vaccinations and overex- 
Dosure to the sun. One likely expla- 
nation is that the virus remains in 
the tissues and becomes active 
whenever the resistance to it is low- 
er ed.- 


Recovery usually occurs without 


any particular treatment in a few 
days. Susceptible people who have 
cold sores one right after another, 
however, are likely to be much an- 
noyed by the minor symptoms and 
by the slight disfigurement. One 
attack predisposes to the recur- 
rence Of a cold sore in the same 
area. 


The treatment of an ordinary 


cold sore is simple. During the 
blister stage a simple drying ap- 
plication, such as spirits of cam- 
phor, or calamine lotion, is usu- 
ally helpful. When the blister has 
formed, a mild ointment, such as 
a heavy cold cream may help to 
soften the crusts. Some suscept- 
ible people receive benefit from 
X-ray treatment and not only does 
the herpes which is present go 
away rapidly, but it seems to be 
less likely to come back in the 
same place. 


Occasionally, those who are sus- 


ceptible to repeated attacks of 
herpes improve after being vacci- 
nated for smallpox. The reason is 
obscure but evidently there is some 
relation between the smallpox virus 
and that responsible for herpes. 


Exposure to cold air and es- 


pecially to the sun may make a 
cold sore worse or bring on a new- 
crop. Avoidance of direct sunlight 
or the use of a protective cream 
may be helpful for those especially 
troubled 
by 
recurring 
herpes

Extra time spent in baking holiday foods in your kitchen can 


>« reduced to a minimum if you will take time now to organize your 
ngredients and utensils 


Think carefully about where and how supplies aie stored in your 


;itchen; then plan changes that would save you $ 
ime and energy. 


Every ingredient or utensil in the kitchen should 


>e stored where it is first used. 
The rolling pin, 


or example belongs m the mixing center, not near 
he sink or stove. Trays should be stored wheie 
hey will help you assemble all ingredients for 
>-our Christmas cookies. 
And you may want to 


veep another tray at your serving center to save 
steps when setting the table. 


Two sets of measuring spoons—one at your 


stove or sink and one at the mixing center—could 
save a goodly amount of time and steps. Two containers for the same 
ingredient would help too For example, it's a good idea to have 
some salt at both the stove and mixing center; also some flour and 
sugar. 


Another time-saver in the busy 


holiday time is to make one meas- 
uring step do the job. You'll find 
that "cup" 
rather than "Table- 


spoon" measurements are more 
accurate and go faster—if 
the 


amount is large enough to use cup 
measurements 


Since four tablespoons equal one- 


fourth cup, you'll save time and 
motion by using one-four meas-

In such foods as 
solid fats, there are two cups per 
pound. 
Since the 
manufacturer 


has divided our butter and oleo so 
equally and nicely, we can use 
thin to advantage. 


In a recipe calling for four egg 


whites, measure one-half cup of 
whites. 
Four egg whites usually 


measure one-half cup Since eggs 
vary in size or you found a bar- 
gain in using small size eggs, it 
•will be better to measure them 
out, in order to insure a recipe's 
success 


Another, time-saver—if 
you're 


making 8 cups of coffee—measure 
one cup of coffee rather than 16 
tablespoons.

Hurry-Up Jello 


Have vou ever been rushed and 


wanted to make jello fn a hurry? 
Here's a method that might save 
the day sometime 
It uses crushed 


ice or ice cubes. Use one package 
of the gelatin and I cup of hot 
water. Place ice in a measuring 
cup and fill up to one cup mark 
with hot water. Add to the golatin 
and stir until ice melts Pour mix- 
ture into mold and chill in refrig- 
erator until firm or about one 
hour.

Dried Beans 


Dried beans have good nutri- 


tional food value, and in a pinch 
can substitute for meat. Their pro- 
tein value is a bit more incomplete 
however, since it is plant protein 
To prepare dried beans soak them 
overnight—in soft water, if you 
can. Hard water tends to toughen 
the skin. Be sure to save vita- 
mins and minerals by cooking the 
beans in the water in which they 
are soaked. 
Keep the heat low, 


and simmer rather than boil Add 
hot water from time to time as 
dried beans take up a lot of water. 


If you want to have dried beans 


in a hurry sometime here's a short 
cut that the Bureau of Human Nu- 
trition 
and 
Home 
Economics 


worked out 
Sort beans as usual, 


discarding bad ones, and wash to 
remove any gnt. Boil 2 cups of 
dry beans two minutes in 6 cups 
of water. Removed from heat and 
soak one hour. 


Again, be sure to cook the beans 


in the water in which they are 
soaked, for it has taken up some 
of the vitamins, minerals, and 
good bean flavor 
Beans 
are 


cooked until the skins begin to 
curl back when blown upon.

The group called for party unity 


and voiced regret for "the con- 
flicts of personalities which have 
tended at times to divide and con- 
fuse some members of our party 
organization, just as similar con- 
flicts have, historically, divided the 
party of opposition." 


Robert M. Pierce, party chair- 


man, said the resolution was adopt- 
ed after very little debate on the 
controversy that came after Mc- 
Carthy attacked President Eisen- 
hower earlier this week on the 
issue of communism. 


The Republican party of Wiscon- 


sin supported Eisenhower and Mc- 
Carthy in the 1952 elections. 


The resolution lauded McCarthy 


"for the outstanding service he 
rendered to his nation in focusing 
attention on the Communist men- 
ace" and praised the President 
"for bringing to Washington a cli- 
mate of hostility toward Commu 
nists and Communist sympathizers 
in government."
